Taft Wants to Remove 
‘Ambiguity’ in Presi- 
dent’s Wording—Plan 
by Hickenlooper. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP)— 
Republican Senators. proposed 
anew today that the Eisenhower 
resolution denouncing Russian 
enslavement of free peoples be 
amended to make doubly clear 
that the Senate is not approving 
secret World War II agreements. 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
he wants “a simple amendment to 
cure the ambiguity,” and Senator 
Hickenlooper (Rep.), Iowa, came 
up with an amendment he be- 
lieved would do the trick. 


Hickenlooper’s ndment was 
designed to make plain that the 
resolution is aimed only at Rus- 
sian “perversion” of agreements 
calling for self-determination of 
nations, and does not take any 
stand on the clauses which granted 
territorial c@mcessions to Russia. | 


Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles has insisted that the Eisen- 
hower resolution as it stands does 
not approve the wartime “Big 
Three” agreements, which were 
never submitted to Congress, But 
Taft said Dulles was agreeable to 
having the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee say in its report 
on the measure that Congress was 
not affirming the agreements. 


“If you can do it in,a report, 
you can do it in the resolution 
itself,” Taft said. “I ‘don’t believe 
we would lose any votes by doing 
it in the bill.” 
Democrats Ready to Fight. 

A number of Democrats have 
made plain they would fight any 
criticism of past Democratic ad- 
ministrations for entering into 
such agreements as Yalta, Tehran 
and Potsdam. 

Among other things the agree- 
ments recognized Russian terri- 
torial gains in Poland, while 
promising . Poland compensating 
territory from eastern Germany. 
They provided that Russia should 
take over all of Sakhalin island 
and the Kurile islands, and grant- 
ed Russia rights in Manchuria.

Hickenlooper’s Proposal. 

Senator Hickenlooper proposed 
that the latter part of this sen- 
tence be changed to _ read:

Hickenlooper said his amend- 
ment, now being studied by Sec- 
retary Dulles, would make it clear 
Congress was referring only to 
perversion of the agreements pro- 
viding for free elections, which 
the Russians violated when they 
lowered the Iron Curtain over 
part of Europe. 

“This would pin-point the thing 
we want to condemn—Russia’s 
perversion of the agreements 
which has led to the enslavement 
of other people—without putting 
Congress on record as to whether 
the agreements themselves are 
good or bad,” Hickenlooper said.

His decision brought a flood of 
messages from the _ provinces, 
pledging him a vote of confidence. 
There were “Magsaysay for Presi- 
dent” demonstrations in the pro- 
vincial capitals. 

Nacionalista Senator Jose Lau- 
rel, president of the Philippines 
during the Japanese occupation, 
has promises of support for Mag- 
saysay from nearly all the Nacion- 
alista leaders. Manila Mayor Ar- 
senio Lacson, a bitter political foe 
of Quirino, also threw his support 
to Magsaysay. 

The 45-year-old leader of the 
government campaign against 
rebel Hukbalahaps said in resign- 
ing his post: 

“It would be useless for me to 
continue as secretary of national 
defense with the specific duty of 
killing (Communist) Huks as long 
as the administration continues to 
foster and tolerate conditions 
which offer a fertile soil for 
Communism.”

St. Louis will become the Mid- 
west terminal for towboat-barge 
operations of Alaska Freight 
Lines, Inc., to ports in Alaska and 
western Canada, beginning April 
15, Frank J. McDevitt, president 
of the Board of Public Service, 
announced yesterday.

Louis also will soon be a port of 
call for ocean-going vessels oper- 
ating in the Caribbean, urged the 
city to take immediate action on 
two proposed bond issues, total- 
ing $6,500,000, for increasing ca- 
pacity ‘of the North Market street 
docks and for new docks at the 
foot of Gasconade street. 

Alaska Freight Lines, Inc., will 
use municipal docks at the foot 
of North Market for initial ship- 
ments, which are expected to total 
only 1000 to 2000 tons monthly, 
McDevitt said. But additional fa- 
cilities will be necessary if the 
company realizes its future poten- 
tial of 1,000,000 tons a year, he 
said. 

Eugene W. Hundley, executive 
vice pr ‘dent of Alaska Freight 
Lines, Inc., sald §$t. Louis was 
chosen instead of Chicago as the 
company’s Midwest port because 
it has excellent rail and truck 
connections with upper Missis- | 
sippi valley points, it can be 
reached without the aid of locks 
and the river here, usually is 
free of ice throughout the year.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. 


NE man in Washington little per- 
(: turbed about declining farm prices 
is the easy-going new Secretary of 
Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson. Not that 
Benson does not recognize the problem or 
minimize the necessity of finding means 
to deal with it— oF dog that he radiates a 
covifidence that the means mm be found, 
The tall, spare Secretary of Agriculture 
told the Post-Dispatch he. welcomed the de- 
bate now going on, that he was anxious to get 
the facts before the people and the farmers 
and had confidence in the wisdom of their 
decision once they have the facts. 

“We are committed to support basic 
crops at 90 per cent of parity until the 
end of 1954 and we will de that,” he said 
emphatically. 

Asked what recommendations he would 
make to Congress about support levels after 
1954, Benson said flatly he didn’t know— 
that was one of the reasons he was anxious 
to have the facts debated.

He is thinking, 
apparently, in terms of bringing about a bal- 
ance of supply and demand, a difficult prope- 
sition in agriculture where weather and vary- 
ing conditions of soil fertility, to say nothing 
of the individual decisions made by. millions 


of farmers on what and how much to plant_ 


must«be taken into consideration. 

Benson mentioned that corn, one of the 
basic commodities for which 90 per cent 
support is mandatory under the present law 
“is mow so expensive that farmers can’t af- 
ford to feed it to their hogs.” 

What he meant was.that hog prices, along 
with those of other meats have been slipping. 
Hogs are the principal consumers of corn. 
There is an established corn-hog ratio. When 
farmers find it more profitable to feed their 
corn to hogs they do that. When the price 
of corn, as related to the price of hogs, is 
such that it is more profitable to sell corn, 
they sell the corn instead of feeding it to 
their hogs.

He replied that it was not; that each com- 
modity program would be treated on its own 
merits. The inference in both the question 
and the answer was political, Would the Ad- 
ministration seek the support of farmers by 
meeting their demands? 

For the first time Benson, in replying, 
evidenced some indignation. His voice did not 
rise much, but he flushed as he answered 
that political considerations had not entered 
into his decision. 

It would be easy to assume that they had, 
for much of the congressional criticism of 
Benson’s procedures has come from states in 
which dairying is an important industry. 

A combination of circumstances aggravated 
the butter problem.

The result 
has been that nearly half of the butter pro- 
duction has been sold to the Agriculture De- 
pirtment’s Commodity Credit Corporation, 
and much of it, like the cors, is approaching 
deterioration. 

How then was the CCC to get rid of ‘its 
butter stocks? 

“It may be,” Benson said, “that some of it 
will be given to relief agencies. CARE may 
take some for distribution in Korea and other 
places. Some may go into the school lunch 
program. I don’t know the answer now, but a 
decision will have to be made within a few 
days so that plans ean be made.” 

Of the big farmer organizations the three 
most powerful—the American Farm Bureau 
Federation and the National Grange support 
Benson's policies. So does the National Coun- 
cil of Farmer Co-operatives, of which Benson 
was once executive secretary. The other or- 
ganization in the field, however, the National. 
Farmers’ Union, composed chiefly of smaller 
farmers in the west and northwest, is urging 
price supports at 100 per.cent of parity. 

Parity involves a complicated formula in- 
tended to give the farmer*a fair price for his 
product if relation to the things he must buy. 

Most farmers, but by no means all, tend 
to support Benson, as revealed by surveys 
made in farm areas by press associations 
and farmer organizations. At least they are 
willing te give him a chance te see what he 
can do.

The Nationalist Navy has one old destroyer 
and six destroyer escorts.

A Nationalist blockade, except within.the 
three-mile limit, in which are included the 
river ports, would be illegal and would be 
resisted, possibly by Great Britain ves cer- 
tainly by the Soviet Union. 

A United States blockade would be an eet 
of war against China. So would mt 
Manchurian arsenals and the Chinese Eastern 
Railway and other Chinese cities as Bullitt 
suggests. Whether this would lead to a dec- 
laration of war by Communist China, . to- 
gether with a demand that the Soviet Union 
implement its Mutual Defense Treaty is spec- 
ulative.; But the possibility exists that we 
would find ourselves at war with China and 
Russia in the Far East without allies. 

There are dire prospects in such a situation. 
Our NATO allies might demand that we give 
up American, European and African bases for 
fear the war might be extended to Europe by 
Soviet air. The fact is that we cannot go it 
alone in the Far East and hope to maintain 
our alliances in the west.

To Protect Us All 


The best news of the week did not come from 
Washington. It did not come from London or 
Paris or some other important national capital. 
This good news came from the office of the 
Fund for the Republic in New York. It was the 
announcement that the Ford Foundation has al- 
located $15,000,000 for a study of the extent to 
which American civil liberties may be endan- 
gered by congressional and other methods for 
combatting the menace of Communism. 

As planned by the Fund for the Republic, this 
study would assess current restrictions and as- 
saults on academic freedom and the state of 
due process and equal protection of the laws. 
It would also cover invasions of the rights of 
minorities, growth of censorship and blacklist- 
ing and spread of the principle of guilt by as- 
sociation. 

If any work in the country needs more urgent- 
ly to be done, it does not come to mind. Commu- 
nist aggression and infiltration must be opposed 
and turned back with all necessary resources. 
But totalitarianism will win over democracy by 
default if democracy permits its McCarthys and 
Jenners and Veldes to use fascist weapons in its 
own behalf. 

Has nothing happened to our liberties in re- 
cent years? Anyone who thinks the answer is 
No should read John Lord O’Brian’s dismaying 
summary, “New Encroachments on Freedom,” 
in the Harvard Law Review. Mr. O’Brian is no 
radical—far from it. He has been a lawyer in 
New York City for 57 years. Against this long 
background in legal practice and all the empha- 
sis on regularity which such a career’ signifies, 
Mr. O’Brian expresses his fear of current trends 
which appear to him “incompatible with constitu- 
tional guaranties and at variance with fundamen- 
tal: principles of American morality.” 


Fortunately Paul G. Hoffman, though he has 
retired as president of the Ford Foundation, is 


’ continuing as chairman of the board te admin- 


ister the Fund for the Republic. This is fortu- 

nate because pressures of many sorts will be 

brought against a full inventory of our civil 
rights. It will take a Paul Hoffman to stand up 
against these influences. 

The problem is made all the more difficult 
because the United States Supreme Court as 
now constituted has joined in eroding away his- 
toric protections in the Bill of Rights. So 
much attention has been devoted to the White 
House and Congress in recent months that hard- 
ly anyone has noticed what has been going on in 
the third co-ordinate branch of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It is anything but reassuring. 

On two successive Mondays our Supreme Jus- 
tices dealt blows to constitutional rights. First 
came the 6-to-2 ruling in Brock vs. North Caro- 
lina, in which Justices Minton, Clark, Burton, 
Reed, Jackson and Frankfurter approved the 
act of a trial court in halting a trial in proctss 
so a defendant could be put on trial a second 
time when a stronger case could be made against: 
him. 

This decision goes squarely against the Fifth 
Amendment which says that no person shall 
“twice be put in jeopardy of life or limb” for 
the same offense. How hard it conflicts with 
that ancient protection can be judged from the 
fact that Chief Justice Vinson was moved to 
write a long and strong dissent which found 
that the majority had watered down the double 
jeopardy rule “for the first time in the history 
of this court.” 

= « * 

Justice Douglas, who also dissented, cited a 
North Carolina decision in 1795—“when reasons 
for the guarantee against double jeopardy were 
still fresh in men’s minds—which declared that 
the official interruption of a trial for the pur- 
pose of delay “is a doctrine so abhorrent to every 
principle of safety and security that it ought 
not to receive the least countenance in the 
courts of this country.” 

Yet this form of double jeopardy now has 


the blessing of the Supreme Court. A week - 


later, in Brown vs. Allen, Justices Reed, Minton, 
Clark, Burton, Jackson and Chief Justice Vinson, 
in an effort to limit the number of appeals com- 
ing before the court, agreed to a serious limita- 
tion on the right of habeas corpus—the historic 
right which has been available for centuries to 
bring into question the legality of a person's ar- 
rest and require justification for his detention. 
Justice Frankfurter, speaking for himself and 
Justices Black and Douglas, soundly ealled the 
right of habeas corpus “the basic safeguard of 
freedom in the Anglo-American world.” : 
Yes, sad to say, our rights are in danger and 
in more places than one. The Ford Foundation’s 
Fund for the Republic has the opportunity to 
perform a service so great that it may determine 
the future of liberties which have been cher- 
ished by free men for hundreds of years.

It is impossible to be either altogether for 
the string bean stand taken by Congressman 
Usher"L, Burdick — or altogether against that 
stand.

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Sustenance for the Red Cross 

The 1953 Red Cross campaign for financial 
sustenance will begin Monday and continue 
through the end of March. St. Louisans will be 
asked to provide the-$1,257,002 that it will take 
to support the organization's worthwhile human- 
itarian program at home and abroad, and they 
ought to be generous. The need is great, but it 
is easily overlooked. 

It is a surprising statistical fact that in the 
period of the Korean war more Americans have 
been mobilized for duty in the armed forces 
than in the whole of World War I. This has 
placed a tremendous burden on Red Cross 
finances at a time when too few people realized 
the weight of the load. 

In the first year of World War*!, St. Louisans 
contributed some $3,500,000 to their Red Cross 
—a sum well over twice the total of the current 
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appeal. Last year, when the goal was slightly 
less than now, they fell more than $40,000 short 
of the need. That should not happen this time. 
The increasing military responsibilities of the 
Red Cross, together with its domestic duties 
toward those made homeless by fires, floods 
and other disasters, make it necessary for the 
met. 


Says the Pound to the Dollar 

Foreign Secrétary Eden’s coming visit to 
Washington promises to bring a meeting of dol- 
lar-and-pound diplomacy. The Associated Press 
reports that the British visitor may offer tenta- 
tive ideds on how to make the pound freely con- 
vertible into dollars or anything else. 

For decades before World War II the pound 
sterling was convertible and was the basic ex- 
change instrument of world trade. Britain profit- 
ed as a banker. But in the war and after, the 
British had to import more from us than they 


er

exported, and so the pound entered an unhappy , 


relation with the dollar. 

Britain’s answer was the answer of most 
other nations outside the dollar belt—inconverti- 
bility. In 1949 the pound was pegged at $2.80 to 
the dollar instead of $4.03, and exchange controls 
have been employed to keep it there. 

Recently the Bank for International Settle- 
ments reported growing resentment against in- 
convertibility everywhere. The National City 
Bank of New York monthly letter observed that 
“few things are less useful to international com- 
merce than fixed rates at which currencies can- 
not be exchanged.”’ . 

But nations which are not living within their 
means know that free currency would mean 
cheaper currency. France, for example, faces 
large trade deficits and is having trouble hold- 
ing the franc at an infinitesimal figure. When 
London talks convertibility, Paris sees pictures 
of inflation and unemployment. 

The American dollar—or the Canadian dollar 
—is free because it is strong. The United States 
can both afford and profit by convertibility. 
Moreover, its foreign aid programs since World 
War II have run to 38 billions. Much of this has 
gone to countries which justify inconvertibility 
with “dollar shortages,” but they still have dol- 
lar shortages. 

Britain's reported plan is to move from one 
side to the other with caution. Its proposal is 
said to involve freeing the pound by progressive 
stages. To accomplish this, London would want- 
help from a dollar stabilization fund, agreements 
on raw material prices and lower American tar- 
iffs to help the British trade here and earn 
more dollars. 

This wold be a complicated process, and it 
would involve more American aid to begin with. 
But the reported plan represents the two allies’ 
broadest approach to currency convertibility and 
a policy of “trade for aid.” These objectives 
would be a better basis for an alliance than the 
disquieting relations of creditor to debtor.

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Toll Roads Cost More 


One argument used in urging toll roads on 
the Missouri Legislature is that such turnpikes 
would not cost the State Government anything. 
Motorists would be expected to pay the freight. 
But that does not mean toll roads would not 
cost the public anything—or that they are cheap. 

Wilfred Owen and Charles L. Dearing made 
a study of the pros and cons of toll roads, pub- 
lished by the Brookings Institution.. They con- 
cede that toll roads are justified by heavy traf- 
fic conditions where states are helpless to build 
adequate free roads. But they add:

This cost is in addition to the gas tax, which 
is only 3 cents a gallon in Missouri, and which 
is supporting a new road building program. 
The toll roads cost more than free roads be- 
cause they are built in a hurry, and because the 
fees chargéd for using the roads have to sup- 
port interest payments to private bondholders. 
And private bonds bring more interest than 
state bonds.

The questien is whether 
Missouri needs them badly enough to pay the , 
extra charges. 
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Where Werethe St. Louisans? 

If it were up to outstate members.of the. Mis- 
souri House, the St. Louis school system would 
have had its unit control bill with votes to 
spare. Seventy of the 75 “ayes” on thé measure 
came from outstate and St. Louis county mem- 
bers. But only five of the 18 St. Louisans stood 
up for it, and the bill fell four votes short of 
the constitutional majority of 79. 

The measure would make the Superintendent 
of Instruction the chief executive officer in the 
school district, which is the situation in evety 
other district in‘ the state. The only tion 
to-this sensible reform has come from the AFL 
Building & Construction Trades Council, which 
is closely allied with the hard core of the Cal- 
lanan organization in North St. Louis. Some 200 
members of construction trades unions are em- 
ployed in the schoo] Building Department, which 
the bill would place under the Superintendent.

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One hundred and fifty years ago this 
country doubled its size at a single bold 
stroke. It was the greatest such territorial 
advance ever made by any nation, yet it 
cost not one life. To our lasting credit, 
we bought this vital tract like business 
men, honestly. g 


Thus it was that in 1803 we came into 
possession of virtually everything (except 
Texas) west of the Mississippi and east of 
the Rockies’ crest. And for this rich heart- 
land of America we paid about 4 cents an 
acre! Small wonder that 1953 in Louisi- 
ana is set aside as the sesquicentennial 
yéar. 

“Louisiana,” which was part of the 
Spanish empire in North America, had 
been a pawn on the chessboard of Euro- 
pean intrigue. Spain discovered it, France 
explored and settled it, then traded it back 
to Spain, and as the nineteenth century 
opened, Napoleon was plotting to claim it 
as his. 

The 50,000 Creoles in Louisiana were 
mostly of French descent. Pressing upon 
them from the East were those forefathers 
of ours who in one generation had crossed 
the Appalachians, cleared the forests, driv- 
en out the Indians, driven in the plow, 
and now were settled 300,000 strong on the 
east bank of the Mississippi. They were 
pouring their produce down the river to 
export from New Orleans. 

Then, in October 1802, a Spanish royal 
order closed the port to American ship- 
ping. It was a brutal hand laid on the 
windpipe of our young economy.

Bonaparte then threw off the mask o’ 
secrecy. He proclaimed the revival of th: 
French empire in the New World, anc 
promised early occupation with troops an: 
colonists. Livingston, frustrated, feare: 
that force must be met with force. 


But Jefferson had other plans. He de 
cided that we must offer to buy New Or- 
leans and “the Floridas” (Florida, the 
Gulf coasts of Alabama, Mississippi and 
the eastern parts of the present state of 
Louisiana). To this Congress agreed, and 
James Monroe was appointed minister ex- 
traordinary to carry out the mission with 


* Livingston. 


Meanwhile, Napoleon was independently 
concocting a plan of his own. Behind 
Talleyrand’s back, without the knowledge 
of the French people, Napoleon plotted to 
toss away what was theirs on the gaming 
table of conquest. 


He planned to go to war with England; 


he would need money to fight. He had 


‘ 
learned that 20 British warships were hov- 


ering in the Gulf of Mexico, waiting to 
seize Louisiana. Best for France, which 
could not hold it anyway, to sell this wil- 
derness waste at once. 


On the night after Monroe’s arrival in 
Paris, Livingston gave a dinner party for 
him. Barbe-Marbois, Napoleon’s Minister 
of the Treasury, came in while the party 
was taking coffee, and found occasion to 
ask Livingston to come later that evening, 
discreetly, to his ministry. 


It was past midnight when Livingston 
left the ministry, and three in the morning 
before he had finished his letter to the 
President, announcing the astounding offer 
just made. For Barbe-Marbois had been 
authorized by Napoleon to sell us not only 
New Orleans but the whole province of 
greater Louisiana. 


Negotiators’ Courageous Action 


As he sealed the letter, Livingston knew 
that it would take at least 45 days for an 
answer to reach him, and that he and 
Monroe must act quickly. So the ‘two 
bargained with Barbe-Marbois day after 
day. At last they knew they had reached 
the rock-bottom price: $15,000,000. 


With great moral courage Monroe and 
Livingston decided to break the bonds of 


_their instructions and trust their country 


to back them up. On the second day of 
May, 1803, they signed a bargain with 
Barbe-Marbois. All shook hands in silence. 


On May 22, four days after his war with 
England broke out, Napoleon signed. For 
gold that would go up in gunpowder, he 
sold an untapped empire five times the 
size of France. 


Late on the afternoon of July 3. news 
of the Louisiana Purchase began to buzz 
like swarming bees through the embassies 
in Washington. As the Glorious Fourth 
opened, the triumph was proclaimed with 
a salvo of 21 guns. Late into the night, 
Dappy crowds poured through the White 

ouse. :

The total vote recorded 
for him throughout the nation was 
a paltry 20,189, a new low, while 
the Prohibition candidate was 
credited with 72,881. 

Although Thomas has had to 
give up the dream of a major 
political party, he said the new 
appraisal did not mean that he 
repudiated what he had written 
in his earlier years. 

“The plain truth,” he said, 
“is that here in America more 
measures once praised or de- 
nounced as socialist have been 
adopted than once I should have 
thought possible, short of a 
cialist victory at the polis. But 
socialism itself is under sharper 
attack and the organized Social- 
ist movement is much weaker 
than during Mitchell Palmer’s 
anti-Red raids in the adminis- 
tration of that intolerant liberal, 
Woodrow Wilson.”

Stormy Academic Life 
. Abounds in New Novels

LACIDITY, it is popularly 
believed, is the keynote of 
academic life. Those with 
-- Inside knowledge of schoolmas- 
* tering are prone to think the

been put best by poet-teacher 
Robert Hillyer: 
"A gaudy footnote and a 
threadbare wife. 
’ Jt is true that economic pres-

Columbia University professor 
in one—‘“Landfall”—does have

But what these three new 
books most strikingly share is 
emphasis on emotional storm— 
always approaching, raging or 
retreating.

Far and away the best of the 
three, and a rarely fine novel 
of any kind, is Theodore Mor- 
rison’s “The Stones of the 
Heuse.”

THE ROAD TO SANTA FE, by Kete

ROF. GREGG, a member of 

the Lindenwood College 

English department until her 
recent retirement, has twofold 
interest in presenting the 
George Champlin Sibley jour- 
nals and diaries: to supply the 
missing link in the chain of San- 
ta Fe trail history and to com- 
plete a chapter in the life of 
Sibley, who later with his wife, 
Mary Easton Sibley, founded 
Lindenwood College. 


In a preface, the author tells 
how Capt. William Becknell 
made the first full-length jour- 
ney, as a trader, over the Santa 
Fe trail in 1821, the same year 
Missouri became a state and 
Thomas Hart Benton became 
its Senator, and how Senator 
Benton, enthusiastic about a 
trade route to Mexico, busied 
himself drafting a bill for Gov- 
ernment improvement of the 
route. When the bill was passed, 
in 1824, George Sibley was one 
of three commissioners appoint- 
ed to superintend the work. 

The Sibley journal itself is a 
prosaic record of the journey. 
The expedition left Franklin on 
July 4, 1825, making treaties 
with Osage and Kansas Indians 
on the way. 

i 


N two months the surveyors 
had reached the Arkansas. 
When permission was received 


from the Mexican, Government, , 


they continued their survey 
into Taos, reaching there the 
following year. 

A reader who expects the ro- 
mance of fiction to loom up in 
the journals is doomed to dis- 
appointment. If there was color 
in any of the Indian characters 
Sibley met, he fails to note it. 
Time and again he complains of 
horseflies, which bothered him 
most of the way across the 
plains. . 


Sibley and his commissioners 
had little to show for their ef- 
forts. No definite road was ever 
developed, and the markers 
they planted were demolished 
by the elements. The road shift- 
ed from one place to another 
according to the wetness or dry- 
ness of the season or the friend- 
liness of the Indians.. Tom Ben- 
ton called it a road, however, 
and in after years seemed to 
think he more than any other. 
man was responsible for “build- 
ing” it. 


Dr. Gregg has done an excel- 
lent job of editing the journals 
and several other related docu- 
ments which are ineluded in 
the book. There is every evi- 
dence of painstaking and thor- 
ough research in her illuminat- 
ing annotations.

He 
has an idea that the batting 
fig and the RBI totals don't 
accurately reflect a man’s place 
in the baseball picture. He be- 
lieves the figures as now ‘com- 
— can be deceptive and un- 
air. 

“Do you agree with me,” Jar- 
rett writes, “when I say that the 
batting averages and the runs 
brought in statistics . do not, 
generally speaking, tell the true 
worth.of a player's ability at 
bat; or that. it is fair to,com- 
pare one player’s batting aver- 
age or RBI's with another's to 
ascertain the degree of his 
superiority or deficiency?” 

Jarrett goes on to mention 


that batting averages give equal | 


consideration to a hit, whether it 
be made in time of need or 
when a game is hopelessly lost, 
or being won by a lop-sided 
score. His plan, as roughly out- 
lined, is to give credit for mov- 
ing runners around, and for 
penalizing batters for leaving 
runners on the bases or not 
advancing them. 

This isn’t anything particu- 
larly new, by the way. We've 
heard from dozens of statisti- 
cians through the years, men 
‘who have had ideas for better 
‘yardsticks for batters. For in- 
stance a man gets credit for 
driving in a run, but credit 
should be given to the previous 
batter who put them in scoring 
Position. 


And Then of Course, 


- There’s Element of Luck, 


IGNICANT in Jarrett’'s let- 
G ter is the fact that he’s not 

certain about the ratio of 
credit that “he should use. 
“What would you. say,” he 
writes, “should be the ratio of 
feward for advancing a runner 
from first to second, first to 
third, second to home ind third 
to home?” 

And the difficulty is that it 
all depends on the. circum- 
stances. What would Jarrett do 
with the element of luck. For 
instance with a man on, second 
or third and one out,:a batter 
hits a scre@thing line drive, a 
powerfully hit ball, but one that 
the second baseman or. short~- 
stop grabs with a leaping ¢a 
The next batter is fooled bad-" 
ly by a pitch and hits a dinky 
pop fly. But the pop fly hap- 
pens to be out of reach of the 
infield and hot far enough out 
for the outfield. Is the squib 
hitter a hero, with a lot of 
points to his credit because he 
blooped one to safe territory? 
And will that pop fly look like 
a game-winning line drive 
when it goes through Jarrett’s 
formula mill? 

Actually the batting averages 
arid runs batted in totals are in- 
teresting to the fans. The av- 
erage baseball follower has be- 
come accustomed to using the 
averages and the runs driven in 
as yardsticks on a man’s abil- 
ity. They understand how to 
figure a batting average. A 
cémplicated formula probably 
would puzzle the average fan. | 


Managers Know Tough 


Hitters From Pushovers. 


ANAGERS don’t pay_too 

much attention to aver- 

agés. They know, for ‘in- 
stance, that Musial must have 
a good average, or will have 
one, because he’s a good hitter. 
Eddie Stanky knows that Solly 
Hemus is much more valuable 
than any batting averages might 
show. Solly is forever reach- 
ing base, one way or another. 
Baseball men krow, too, that 
certain players are good in the 
clutch, that they don’t get buck 
fever with men in scoring po- 
siti n. They're a little rougher 
when a game hinges on a turn 
at bat. 

“T never pay much attention 
to averages,” Stanky admitted. 
“But I know a good hitter when 
I see one. And I know when 
we have a tough customer to 
pitch to in a clutch. And I 
know when we don’t have to 
‘worry too much.” 

Runs batted in do reflect a 
man’s ability in the clutch. 
There is room for argument, 
naturally, about the lead-off 
man not having as many 
chances to drive in runs as the 
‘man in the fourth or fifth spot. 
But even that’s variable. You 
never know who’s going to lead 
off in, the middle. and late in- 
nings and the first inning’s first 
batter may be No. 4 or No. 5 
in several later frames. So the 
runs batted in probably will 
continue to be important in the 
‘eyes of most followers of the 
game.

Birds’ Range Narrowed. 
UAIL are currently a. major 
Q problem in the outdoors field 
because their range is being 
constantly reduced by more ex- 
tensive use of land for agricul- 
ture and other purposes of civil- 
ization. The birds, like the In- 
dians, are being crowded out. 

Beilmann, fully cognizant of 
this difficulty, asks: 

“Could we look forward toward 
ae a bird equally as sport- 

as any we know now—one 
quite prolific, perhaps longer- 
lived and exhibiting outstanding 
adaptability, a variety able to 
thrive in the narrowed range fol- 
lowing intense farming and able 
to hold its own in congested 
districts? . 

“Perhaps we are looking for a 
paragon among quail—but para- 
gons have been developed in our 
farm crops, our. poultry and our 
cattle. 

“Why not spend some effort on 
this problem? The alternative is 
additional restrictions and re- 
duced bag limits.” 

The first step in any breeding 
program is finding a “homogen- 
ous species,” one whose trans- 
missible characters appear 
“fixed,” he explains, pointing out 
that such fixation is often accom- 
plished only after many genera- 
tions of inbreeding

‘Inbreds’ Might Be Used. 
Fe quait populatio: there are some 


quail populations in the Middle 
West whose range has been so 
restricted that the birds have be- 
come “inbreds” to the point 
where they could be considered a 
special race, Beilmann says. 
Within the stone walls of Shaw’s 
Garden is such a population— 
quail that have not mixed with 
other birds for the last 25 years, 
qualifying them as an inbred line. 
“This has certainly happened in 
other large cities and perhaps 
even in smaller towns where the 
buildings and the topography have 
combined to isolate a few coveys 
and prevent their mixing with 
other quail,” Beilmann writes. 
“These are the ‘inbreds’ which 
might become the foundation of a 
quail-breeding program. A few in- 
dividuals from each locality should 
be trapped and mated to birds of 
similar background from other 
areas, or even to pen-reared birds. 
“Until sufficient experimental 
work has been done we cannot 
tell if there has been a segrega- 
tion of transmissible characters of 
value in a quail-breeding program. 
“But isolated coveys that. can 
successfully maintain themselves 
through 25 generations might be

CED Says America Might 

_ Have to.Assume Some 
of Their Defense Load, 
Ease Tariffs.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 28—The 
Committee for Economic Devesop- 


ment, saying that America has 


economic strength,” outlined a set 
of .proposals today for solving 
what it called the “recurring 
crisis” in the British economy. 

It suggested that the United 
States might have to take over 
some of Britain's defense burden 
so urgent reforms of the sterling 
area economy can be undertaken 
at once. 

Major recommendation for 
American policy was’ substantia 
liberalization of tariffs, import 
quotos, customs procedures and 
the “buy American” Act. 

The CED is a private organiza- 
tion of business men and econo- 
mists formed during the war to 
make studies of economic prob- 
lems. Several Cabinet members 
and: other high officials of the 
new Administration were mem- 
bers. y 

.Warning Is Issued. 

At the outset of its 52-page 
analysis of the British economy, 
the CED warned that a steady 
weakening of the British nation 
and a possible grumbling of the 
Atlantic alliance might well be 
the penalty for failure to launch 
a co-operative attack. 

“The solution of Britain's eco- 
nomic problem and the strength- 
ening of the British Common- 
wealth and of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican partnership have a special 
importance for the United States 
and for the whole free world,” 
CED said. “The strengthening of 
Britain and of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican partnership must be the cor- 
nerstone of American foreign 
policy. Otherwise, the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization would 
fall apart. the morale of the con- 
tinental European countries 
would crumble, and the United 
States would be diplomatically 
and militarily isolated.” 

The report, prepared by a group 
of American business men headed 
by Gardner Cowles, newspaper 
and magazine publisher, was pre- 
sented as the basis for a govern- 
mental study of Britain’s eco- 
nomic troubles. 

The CED statement came on 
the eve of the visit here next 
week of Anthony Eden and Rich- 
ard A. Butler, Foreign Minister 
and Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in the Churchill government, to 
discuss economic matters. 

The report said Britain’s prob- 
lem is “‘not temporary,’ as was 
thought for a while after the war. 
Basically, CED said, the problem 
is too much demand for too little 
output: What output there is has 
been “misdirected,” chiefly in the 
sense that the vital heavy indus- 
tries- have not been built up rap- 
idly enough. 

The problem for Britain, the 
report said, is to “bring about a 
pattern of use of British re- 
sources which gives a higher pri- 
ority to industrial investment and 
to non-sterling exports.” This 
means avoiding inflation and al- 
tering the “present spending pat- 
tern” in Britain.

KANSAS CITY, Feb. 28—Bus- 
iness leaders here are fed up with 
years of talk about parking trou- 
ble in the downtown area and are 
ready to do something about it. 

They are going to tear down 
five blocks of old, run-down 
buildings on the northern edge 
of the shopping district and clear 
the space for king. The 
will accom te 1000 automo- 
biles by surface parking alone, 
and space for an-additional 1500 
machines will be provided when 
open-deck garages of two. to six 
floors are built. 

The project will represent an 
investment of about $3,000,000. 
Not only it provide badly 
needed par space, but it will 
redevelop a hted area and 
create a wide new gateway to the 
downtown district from the north, 


heretofore the city’s “back door,” 
via the Sixth street expressway 
to be constructed soon.

Baltimore avenue and _ Sixth, 
Ninth and Walnut streets, is just 
south of Skid Row. Buildings to be 
demolished house numerous 
pawnshops, taverns and stores 
selling secondhand merchandise. 

Kansas City, like St. Louis and 
many other cities, faces the need 
to revitalize its central business 
district. For years merchants. and 
others with downtown interests 
here have been worrying about 
traffic congestion, diversion of 
trade to outlying areas, deeline iz 
property values. And for years 
they have been talking about get- 
ting together in a movement to 
provide more adequate parking 
facilities. 

“I've heard a lot of talk over 
the years about such a project,” 
Joseph A. Bruening spoke out last 
May. “I’m getting tired of all 
this talk! Let’s get some money 
together and get something done.” 

Owns Downtown Building. 

Bruening is the owner of the 
Centennial Building, a combina- 
tion office building and garage, 
which is the only important ad- 
dition to downtown office space 
since World War II. 
| He voiced his impatience at a 
_tmheeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce downtown committee, and 
‘this group of top-rank civic lead- 
'ers agreed it was high time to 
| stop talking and act. The com- 
|mittee set about organizing the 
_Downtown Redevelopment Cor- 
poration, a private corporation to 
carry out a parking project. 

Capital was to be $1,000,000 
but after this amout was speedily 
oversubscribed, capitalization was 
increased to $1,500,000 — 15,000 
shares at $100 each. So far 41

Under urban Yedevelopment 
laws, the city and the Federal 
Government will bear a large part 
of the cost of the project. It is 
estimated that buying the land 
and clearing it will cost $2,405,- 
905. The redevelopment corpora- 
tion will pay $755,905 for the 
cleared area, the reduced price 
being based on appraised value 
for the new use. 

Two-thirds of this $1,650,000 
“write-down” will be defrayed by 
the Federal Government. The re- 
maining third will be the city’s 
share, the $550,000 donation to 
be financed by issuance of re- 
development bonds approved by 
the voters last August. 

The City Plan Commission drew 
up preliminary plans for the 
project with the aid of a $33,- 
688 federal grant. 

It will cost approximately $200 
per automobile space, or $200,- 
000, to provide 1000 surface park- 
ing spaces. This will make the 
initial outlay for the redevelop- 
ment corporation $955,905. Mul- 
tiple-level garages to be erected 
later would cost somewhat more 
than $2,000,000. 


The corporation estimates that 
surface parking fees—35 cents a 
day for 700 automobiles in one 
part of the area, 50 cents a day 
for 300 machines in another part 
—will produce an income of $98,- 
750 in a 250-day year. Expenses, 
$48 per automobile space per 
year, would run to $48,000, leav- 
ing an estimated net income of 
$50,750, or a return of 5 per cent. 

Reduced Taxes Benefit. 

As a redevelopment agency, the 
corporation will get the benefit 
of reduced taxes for 25 years. 
For the first 10 years, only the 
land will be taxed; for the next 
15 years, the improved property 
assessment will be cut in half. 

James M. Kemper, board chair- 
man of the Commerce Trust Co., 
is president of the organization; 
Bruening and Barney L. Allis, ho- 
tel man, are vice presidents; For- 
rest D. Byars, Chamber of Com- 
merce executive, is secretary- 
treasurer.

Reserve Bank Reports 
Employment, Produc- 
tion Up — Consumer 
Demand Heavy. 


Business in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District continued at high 
levels in the first six weeks of 
1953 in spite of declines in whole- 
sale prices, coal and oil output 
and ‘construction contracts, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 

in its monthly review, 
released yesterday. 

Manufacturing employment and 
production increased over Decem- 
ber, and there were continued 
large outlays for plants and 
equipment, homes and defense 
goods. Heavy consumer demand 
reflected growing personal in- 
comes and use of installment 
credit, the report observed. 

, Record Employment. 

Non-farm employment was the 
highest on record for January, 
even with seasonal declines from 
December reflecting some cur- 
tailment in outdoor work and 
post-holiday reduction in retail 
trade and postal activity. Mild 
winter weather caused the lag 
in the demand for heating fuels. 

Department store and furniture 
store sales were slightly higher 
than a year ago, but specialty 
store s#es failed to equal Janu- 
ary 1952. Response to seasonal 
clearances and promotions was 
described as generally encovrag- 
ing. Consumer spending at retail 
stores in January was little 
changed from January 1952. 

Steel ingot production at mills 
in the St. Louis area rose 1 point 
from December to January, but 
dropped three points to 94 per 
cent of capacity in the first three 
weeks of February. This was still 
above the 75 per cent of capac- 
ity for January 1952, and the 
83 per cent in the three weeks 
thereafter. 

District Lost Funds. 

In the financial field, the re- 
port said member banks in the 
district lost funds through a flow 
of funds to other districts and 
from Treasury operations. Those 
drains were partly offset by a 
seasonal flow of currency and by 
borrowing from correspondents 
and the Federal Reserve Bank,

St. Louis said goodby to one 
of the warmest winters on record 
yesterday and looked ahead hope- 
fully to an early spring, despite 
Meteorologist .Harry F. Wahl- 
gren’s pessimistic view that 
March weather may prove to be.

Wahlgren, who limits his win- 
ters from Dec. 1 to March 1, said 
the 1952-53 season ranks with the 
11 warmest winters since records 
were kept in St. Louis. Average 
temperature was 38.2 degrees, 2.8 
above normal. 


The measured precipitation of 
5.11 inches was 1.52 below normal 
and snowfali was 4.3 incies, the 
least of any winter since 1937-38. 

Winter ended on. a warm 
note, too, as the February mean 
temperature was a cheery 41.5 de- 
grees, 4.8 above normal and the 
warmest in 15 years. There was 
only a trace of snow,.less than in 
any year since 1931-32, and meas- 
ured precipitation was 1.69, .19 
below normal.

SEOUL, Feb. 28 (AP) — A gi- 
gantic. million-a-month vaccina- 
tion program has smashed small- 
pox as a major health ménace in 
South Korea, the United Nations 
Civil Assistance Command in Ko- 
rea said today, 

In the 25 months from January 
1951 through January 1953, some 
25,666,518 smallpox vaccinations 
were given under UNCACK’s 
public health program. 

“Any widespread epidemic of 
smallpox in Korea has become 
virtually impossible,” said Col.

MARKS FUNERAL 
OF VON RUNDSTEDT 


HANNOVER, Germany, Feb. 28 
(AP) — No drums or bugles 
sounded as the Germans buried 
their greatest World War II sol- 
dier, Field Marshal Gerd von 
Rundstedt, today. 

The stern,old militarist, who 
kept the respect even of his €n- 
emies, died in obscurity last 
Tuesday. He was 77 years old. 
The man whose military genius 
blitzed Poland, humbled France 
and nearly smashed Russia, was. 
laid to rest with less ceremonial 
than if he had been a village 
mayor. 

The handful of old officers who 
followed the coffin wore black 
top-hats—not steel helmets. His 
bier was not a gun carriage but 
an old-fashioned horse-drawn 
hearse.

table-top model of a radiant heat- 
ing system that has been used in 
Korea for 1500 years presented 
an unusual contrast to today’s 
newest developments in heating. 

Construction of the Korean 
heating system, it was explained, 
begins with a fireplace just out- 


side the mud wall of the house, 
with open channels (trenches) 
dug into the dirt floor and run- 
ning across (fanning out) to the 
opposite side and entering chim- 
neys outside the wall there. The 
channels are covered with rocks 
and both heat and smoke pass 
through the channels, heating the 
hut, enroute to the chimneys. 
The fireplace, stoked with wood, 
is used both for heating and cook- 
ing. Trouble is, floors get “hot 
spots” (which engineers have fig- 
ured out how to eliminate from 
modern radiant heating systems), 
and take too long to heat and 
then too long to cool, a difficulty 
which also is overcome in today’s 
systems by thermostatic controls

“This Association feels that the 
home building industry itself has 
largely done away with the evils 
which federally-proposed warran- 
ties would seek to reach,” it said. 


Wants Better Standards. 


“It would be most unlikely 
that any mandatory warranty 
written into and imposed by a 
Federal statute could work satis- 
factorily. The unlimited possibili- 
ties for litigation on every house 
could not help but raise the cost 
of each house sold with federally 
insured or guaranteed financing.” 

Rains, who headed a house sub- 
committee that investigated shod- 
dy housing construction last -year, 
also said FHA and VA “minimum 
standards” on homes they insure 
should be “upgraded.” 

“Present. minimum standards, 
if followed, do not give the buyer 
a decent place to live in,” he said. 
“We're over the immediate hous- 
ing shortage now. and we need 
better . housing.”

OUR electric razor is broken 
and the repair man is mighty 
sorry but it'll be three days 
before you can have it back. To 
some hard-skinned, soft-whiskered 
citizens this may be only a minor 
annoyance, To others it’s a ca- 
lamity. Seventy-two hours of life 


with a hand-powered razor, 
they’re convinced, will leave them 
with gaping wounds and 5 


o'clock shadow at lunch time. 

There is no longer any need to 
fret over such an emergency. To- 
day you just rent an electric razor 
for $1 a day and return it when- 
ever your own is fixed. 

Amazing? Not in the least. 
While most of us weren't look- 
ing, rentals turned into a tremen- 
dous business. Right here in town 
you can rent almost anything, in- 
cluding a bulldozer, a bath towel, 
a beer stein or an electronic 
brain, It’s the ideal way to get 
a lot of things wifich you may 
need for only a limited time. 

Let’s examine some of life's 
little complications to see how 
this new trend can 


a week. (Like all prices herein, 
this is a sample quotation from a 
local source). Maybe you'd like 
to rent a traveling iron and a 
clock to take along and drive off 
in a Cadillac ($12 a day plus 12 
cents a mile), If you’re going some 
place fancy, perhaps you'd care 
to dress up in‘'a mink coat. That 
will run $25 a night, but for 
longer periods the rate goes 
down. One young woman just re- 
turned from a six-month cruise 
to the West Indies and her mink 
coat for that period rented for a 
mere $350. 

You say you can’t afford to go 
away this winter? Well, why not 
rent an ultra-violet lamp to give 
you that crisp Florida suntan in 
your own living room? That will 
run $10 to $15 a month and you 
won't have to worry about keep- 
ing the wind and sand out of 
your hair. : 

Suppose you're having a baby 
or must house a small visitor from 
out of town. Your $9-a-month 
baby crib comes complete with 
mattress, mattress cover and rub- 
ber sheet. You can also rent a 
playpen, a bassinet, high chair, 
stroller, and tiny tables and 
chairs for children’s parties, If 
baby is very small, Mama will 
want to watch its weight careful- 
ly, so you may want to rent a 
baby scale. And of course many 
mothers no longer bother to laun- 
der diapers. They just call the 
diaper service which delivers any 
quantity as many times a week as 
required and picks them up to be 
washed and sterilized.

For an outdoor clambake 
there’s a braisier, a barbecue with 
turning spits, hurricane lamps 
with candles to lend atmospheric 
lighting, any kind of lawn furni- 
ture with or without table um- 
brellas—and a barbecue apron 
(65 cents a day). 


If it’s a pretty fair-sized gath- 
ering you may want to consider 
renting a merry-go-round with 
20 or more ‘horses, but it will run 
$300 for an eight-hour day. You 
can also rent a juke box, or a 
ferris wheel, little cars and air- 
planes for kiddie rides, bingo 
cards, all sorts of games of skill 
and even inflating equipment to 
blow up balloons with helium. 


For a wedding nowadays about 
all you need to furnish is the li- 
cense and a partner. There's 
nothing new, of course, about 
renting a tuxedo up to size 56, 
(complete with shirt, tie, studs, 
cuff links, and shoes), but these 
days you can get a bridal gown 
($25 and up), bridal veil ($10 up), 

a famous-make $150 formal gown, 
aadna small enough to fit a 
three-year-old, and costume’ jew- 
elry. 

Even.the delicate problem of 
displaying wedding gifts has been 
solved. Instead of laying out the 
loot over a bed, the proper thing 
to do is to rent special tables with 
tiers of display risers for $2 to 
$3 a day. 

“That way each person's gift 
is as prominent as the others,” 
says the man who rents them. 


Like the fellow who is helpless 
without his electric shaver, there 
are others who cannot even -do 
briefly without their favorite 
conveniences. The rental people 
are only too happy to help them 
out with, say, a fine wristwatch 
(around $3. 50 a week while yours 
is in repair) or a television set. 
One outfit charges. $5 to deliver 
and install a set and pick: it up 
after a week. This includes the 
price of any necessary repairs. 
After: the first week the charge 
is 50 to 70 cents a day, depending

on the size of the screen, and 
less for long periods. 
Most of the sets go to patients 


in hospitals, but one woman who 


is in the pink of condition re- 
cently returned hers after a year 
and a half. Her rental paid for 
the cost of the set, but it was 
worth it to her, she said, not to 
have to worry. about service. 
Thinking of fixing up the 
house? Rent anything from a 
vacuum cleaner ($1 a day) to

There’s a wallpaper steamer 
you can rent to take the old 
paper off and a complete wall- 
paper hanging kit’to put the new 
paper on. And of course you can 
have a ‘power mower, a paint 
sprayer, a tree saw, a fence- 
stretcher, a post-hole digger, or 
an extra length of garden hose. 

Everybody knows about renting 
books, typewriters, sewing ma- 
chines and golf. clubs. But did 


you know you can have fine re-\ 


productions of famous masters 
in your home? The art room of 
the public library. has a good se- 
lection and although you'll have 
to frame them yourself you are 
welcome to them free, for a lim- 
ited time, as long aS you have 
a library card. 

Being sick is never pleasant, 
but renting things may help. You 
can rent some seven different 
types of beds and if you're re- 
covering from a fracture you may 
be able to use rented overhead 
frames with the proper weight and 
recover at home for less money 
than in the hospital. Almost any 
kind of sick room equipment can 
be rented, including small port- 
able refrigerators with ice cubes 
and air-conditioning sets.

OES your youngster express a 

periodic fervor for learning.to 

play some musical instrument? 
Rent a piano (around $10 a month 
plus an ‘average local drayage 
charge of $15), or rent just about 
any other instrument you care to 
name. Want to play the trumpet? 
Rental will be $5 a month and up 
for a new one, perhaps $2.50 for 
a used model, Saxaphones, trom- 
bones, clarinets, accordions and 
violins are for rent, too. And if, 
after you rent the thing for a 
while, it turns out that Junior 
really does his lessons and you 
want to buy the instrument you 
can apply all rentals you've paid 
toward the purchase price. 

Suppose you want to go into 


business and set up an office; but 


you haven’t got much money to 
invest and you're not sure the 
enterprise will attract customers 
in the necessary numbers. What 
kind of office equipment is for 
rent? 

“Look around your own office,” 
Says one rental man. “Anything 
you see, we have!” 

For around $100 or so a month 
you can have a little complete 
office set up almost anywhere, 
Extra cash registers, adding ma- 
chines and other high-priced 
equipment are for rent if needed 
during peak seasons. Some wom- 
en who used to be comptometer 
operators before marriage now 
rent the machines occasionally 
and work with them part-time at 
home after the kids have been 
put to bed. A comptometer cost- 
ing $400 to $700 can be had for 
$10 to $15.a month, 

Some models of the latest “me- 
chanical brains” are for rent (for 
up to $2500 a month or more) to 
do scientific computations or per- 
haps the bookkeeping, balance 
sheets, payroll, checks and in- 
voices for an entixe large corpo- 
ration. 

If machines won't help your 
business, perhaps human beings 
can. They’re for rent, too. There 
seems to be no place fin town 
where a good executive vice pres- 
ident is on. call for by-the-hour 
employment, but for $1.75 an 


hour you can have a competent 


secretary at your place most any- 
time, while a typist runs around 
$1.60 an hour. Either one will 
bring her own typewriter for 15 
cents an hour additional. Comp- 
tometer operators can be “rent- 
ed” for $1.75 an hour or $1.90 
with comptometer furnished. File 
cler sign ofgthe times—cost 
almost as much: $1.50 an hour, 
There's a growing demand for 
rented tape recorders. Students 
are using them in class to record 
key lectures and play them back 
-——sometimes again and again— 
when they do their homework or 
in the process of cramming for 
examinations. Also, it seems that 
some big .companies no longer 
send: around hotshots from head- 
quarters to give pep talks and

It is reported, too, that several 
St. Louisans who were promoted 
to the presidency of their re- 
spective companies in recent times 
hired tape recorders to improve 
their grammar and make their 
speech match their newly exalted 
position, 


Not long ago there was a sud- 
den rush for electronic devices 
that were supposed to let you 
absorb learning by permitting 
the teaching material to “drift 
into the subconscious” while 
you're asleep. One firm, faced 
with the demand for such setups, 
rents them complete for $10 a 
night. This includes record play- 
er, wiring and a time clock mech- 
anism that plays through a pil- 
low loudspeaker. 


* -- * 

HE same firm also rents port- 

able public address systems, 

said to be just the thing for 
paging people at golf tournaments 
and huge conventions. It also once 
rented a device which enabled a 
St. Louis executive to address a 
large gathering in Dallas by tele- 
phone. Technicians in Dallas am- 
plified the speech through an in- 
duction device which did not 
have to be connected with the 
phone. 

Convenience to the customer is 
a subject dear to the hearts of 
most rental men. Renting trucks 
and busses, for instance, is. old 
stuff, but now you can rent small 
car trailers which can be depos- 
ited after use at the destination. 
This makes them pretty handy 
for families moving from one 
town to another with a mass of 
personal belongings or even some 
small furniture. 

Locally, companies that have 
jumped head-on into the rental 
boom are showing the sort of 
elasticity the business seems to 
require. There are some who 
claim they rent “anything,” and it 
will take a requést for a pre- 
fabricated house (which actually 
was demanded by a customer the 
other day) to make them yell 
“Uncle.”

told a similar story. 


It is true that their description 


of these Abenlens was rather 
idealized, but their accounts 
awakened my curiosty to such an 
extent that I decided to find out 
what it was all dbout. 
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ISS AGUILAR was kind 
enough to help me by inviting 
me to Botolan early in Octo- 
ber during a short respite be- 
tween semesters. 
But I had to return to Manila 
without having séen a single 
Abenlen. 


For my purpose, the situation 
was the worst possible. The 
Zambales mountains are’ Huk 
territory and the scene of mili- 
tary operations against the rebels, 
In consequence, all the native in- 
habitants of the forests were or- 
dered evacuated to two eenters, 
Pasco and Poombato. 


Many had complied and were 
living a miserable life, victims of 
a tragic civil war. Others were 
said to have refused to leave their 
forests and were being shot at 
sight as Huk sympathizers. How- 
ever that may be, the entire pop- 
ulation was uprooted, the villages 
deserted, all tribal organization 
dissolved. 


It goes without saying that the 
ordinary exploration of the terri- 
tory was well nigh impossible. I 
have never had the slightest occa- 
sion to fear native tribes any- 
where in the Philippines, but I 
admit I have a certain “respect” 
for the Huks.

George's 
new sausage factory, at 2201 Ed- 
wards street, is doing a thriving 
business these days. There aren't 
many nfanufacturers of real Ital- 
ian salami and the demand ex- 
ceeds the supply. 

George insisted that we see 
how salami is made. Last year, 
he told us with honest pride, he 
made 280,000 pounds of the stuff, 
most of which went to New York, 
Pittsburgh and other eastern 
cities where they have a lot of 
Italians but not enaugh salami. 
Standing in the curing room where 
hundreds of tied sausages hung 
like stalagtites in a cave, George 
examined one of them with the 
tender solicitude of a jeweler 
looking at a big diamond. 

“Just like we made in the old 
country, only better,” he said. 
“You know, when I am 11 years 
old, I kill my first hog. Over 
there we make the salami from 
the hog up. Over here it is bet- 
ter organized.” 

George was spreading a piece 
of brightly flowered oil cloth over 
a spotless meat-cutting table.

onies in St. Louis have either 
chahged or disappeared. Nearly a 
century has gone by since the first 
Italians came to St. Louis, and 
more than half a century has gone 
by since they started moving to 
the Hill which was near the clay- 
pits and brickyards and factories, 
where a man could find work, 
even if he couldn’t speak English. 


In 1848 the city directory of St. 
Louis listed 50 Italians, most of 
them from Genoa, By 1866 there 
were 600 Italians here, huddled 
in a small settlement near the riv- 
erfront. It was that year they 
founded the Societe Unione Fra- 
tellanza. Oldani picked up a small 
newspaper from a table. It was 
called “Fratellanza News.” The 
society still exists, he explained, 
and added with pride, “it’s the 
oldest society in St. Louis today.” 

At the turn of the century the 
trickle of Italians turned into a 
flood, They came to St. Louis 
from all over Italy, and they 
stuck together in mutual insecuri- 
ty and self-consciousness; some of 
them on the Hill, some near the 
riverfront.

AIRMOUNT HEIGHTS covers,

Within the area are some 10.- 
000 Italians, now stretching over 
four getferations.. And they span 
a wide gap, a gap which extends 
from ‘the old folks who have 
memories of sunny Lombardy and 
still, after decades in this coun- 
try, can’t speak English, to the 
youngsters who, except for their 
handsome coloring, couldn’t be 
disti:¢iished from any other St. 
Louis youngster. 


There are, George Oldani will 
tell you, members of the ola gen- 
era..cn who have stuck so closely 
to ‘ine Hill that if left alone down 
town they would have difficulty 
finding their way back home. 

By the same token, the average 
St. Louisan could get lost on the 
Hill. He knows no more about 
the area and the people who live 
there than he can pick up from 
an occasional sojourn to the well- 
known eating places like Rug- 


geri’s, Oldani’s, Angelo’s and 
Sala’s. And even those places 
have compromised, and their 


food, by demand, has become 
Americanized. Few people, George 
says, get to know the real life 
on the Hill, the weddings, to 
which there are no invitations 
because everyone is invited and 
everyone is equal socially, and 
the funerals, which also are at- 
tended by everybody on the Hill, 
and the religious ceremonies, 
when the madres cling to the old 
world cus’na and carry the 
Cross in solemn procession 
through the streets to the church 

To most St. Loulsans, George 
says with a shrug of resignation, 
it’s a simple equation: The Hill 
equals Italians, all Italians, good 
or bad, add up to the Hill. As a 
consequence when a man with 
an Italian name commits a crime

from the Hill.” 

This is a mistake, of course, 
and it saddens men like Oldan.

lot of clubs, called Athletic clubs, 
with names like the Hawks, the 
Stags, and the Fawns, but they 
were as much social as athletic, 
if not more so, and there was 
little organized recreation. But 
the boys were eager to play base- 
ball and soccer. 


Joe recalls his first visit to the 
Hill. “Like a lot of ‘people, I 
had the idea there was something 
unfriendly about the place. But 
they treated me wonderfully. I 


‘visited some of fhe clubs and 


talked to the boys about playing 
baseball and soccer. Their fathers 
came to me and said, “What is it 
you want to do with our boys?” 

Joe €xplained that he wanted 
to bring them into an organized 
recreational program, through 
which he hoped to make them 
good citizens, good Americans. 
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“They said, ‘That's what we 
want. We want our boys to be 
good Americans.’ 

Hundreds of youngsters from 
the Hill have been members of 
Joe’s baseball and soccer teams. 
A couple of them were Lawrence 
“Yogi” Berra and Joe Garagiola, 
both now major league baseball 
players. Joe remembers when 
they were little kids in jeans who

people like Joe Causino, the ex- 
ample set by such athletes as 
Joe and Yogi, and the assistance 
given the boys by the business 
men of the Hill, virtually every 
youngster on the Hill is sports 
minded. .

ers, There was no basketball on 
the Hill until recently, because 
there was no basketball court. But 
St. Ambrose school, which was 
completed in 1949, gave them a 
‘place to play, and the boys have 
taken to that game as readily as 
they did baseball and soccer. 


Because of the publicity Garagi- 
ola and Berra have received, most 
people think only of baseball 
when they think of sports on the 
Hill. But some of the world’s 
greatest soccer players have come 
from there too. One of them is 
Charles Colombo, who played on 
the U.S. Olympic teams in 1948 
and 1952, and who was on the U.S. 
team which won the world tour- 
nament in Brazil in 1950. Others 
are Gino Pariani and Bill Ber- 
tani, who played on Olympic 
teams, and Frank Borghi who was 
on the U.S. team which beat Scot- 
land at Glasgow last year before 
107,000 fans. And then, a team 
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composed entirely .of boys from 
the Hill won the U‘S. soccer’ 
championship in 1948 and again 
in 1950. 
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HERE was a time when young- 

sters went to grade schol on 

the Hill and that was it, with 
some rare exceptions. It marked 
the first crumbling of the barriers 
‘when they started going off the 
Hill to high school, and then to 
college.

are no novelty on the Hill, and the 
district has its share of boys in 
Korea now. During the last war 
quite a number of Hill -boys, 
whose grandparents had come 
from Italy, found themselves 
fighting in the very districts and 
towns théir grandparents had 
come from. What they saw had a 
profound effect on them, and that 
experience too helped eliminate 
the barriers. 

These boys had been brought 
up, Oldani explains, with a lot of 
illusions about Italy. Many of 
the oldsters, whose memories ‘of 
the old country had been colored 
by sentiment, had painted for 
their children and grandchildren 
a charming picture .of “Sunny 
Italy.” 

Then the boys saw it for them- 
selves, “It hag its points,” they 
said when they .came back home, 
“but it’s not for us. . We'll take 
the U.S.A.” 

There was a time when young 
couples who got married wouldn't 
leave the Hill. If they had to 
live somewhere else temporarily, 
they would wait until a house 
was for sale on the Hill, and 
move back. But today’s young 
people don’t feel lost away from 
the Hill. They work everywhere 
in St. Louis, in offices, stores, 
factories. 

It’s been a long time since 
there has beer any migratiaqn of 
Italians to St. Louis. An occa- 
sional relative, but that’s all. 
There aren’t many of the original 
settlers left. 

“Every funeral,” says George 
Oldani, “makes a little change in 
the character of the Hill. We 
have the old and the new, Take 
me for example.

The 
shortage of escorts at this stage 
was ludicrous: even with the ar- 
rival of 50 obsolescent destroyers 
that America had now made avail- 
able to the Allies, convoys sailed 
out into the Atlantic with only 
_a thin token screen between them 
and the growing force of U-boats. 
When, after Dunkirk, the Royal 
Navy turned its attention to the 
major battle again, it was to find 
control of the battlefield threat- 
ened by a ruthless assault, which 
quickened and grew with every 
month that passed. 

There was another factor in 
the altered account. The map now 


showed them a melancholy and 
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menacing picture: with Norway 
gone, France gone, Ireland a du- 
bious quantity on their doorstep, 
and Spain an equivocal neutral, 
nearly the whole European coast- 
line, from Narvik to Bordeaux, 
was available to.

A SUGGESTION for Mrs. R. A.., 
who recently sent in a question | 
regarding care of knotty pine 
“paneling in her living room.

“Three years ago we paneled 
«our living room. We let it season \ieo 
‘for several months—it will change 
“color. Then we applied a coat of 
‘clear shellac. When thoroughly 
.dry, we went over it with very 
‘fine sandpaper, then applied an- 
other coat of clear shellac. We 
repeated this procedure, each time 
using fine sandpaper, until the 
paneling had four coats of shel- 
lac. I have never waxed it, but 
it has a smooth, shiny and very 
attractive finish. For contrast, we 
used a stain and then shellac on 
our ane pine fireplace. It does 
make fice contrast, but I 
a ar advise this for an entire 
wall.”

Ponder was e ga Probably be twins, 
the doctor said. But she put in her usual stint 
helping her husband, an itinerant farm laborer, in 
the fields. They and their children picked toma- 
toes in Indiana in late summer, then swung down 
to Texas where, up to within seven weeks of the 
end of Mrs. Ponder’s term, they picked cotton. 

About suppertime on January 14, 1952, Dr. 
M. Dewey Duncan was summoned, and he put 
in the busiest 35 minutes of his career. Between 
7:10 and 7:45 o'clock, he delivered not two babies 
but four—three boys and a girl. The girl and 
one boy weighed three pounds each, the second 
boy two pounds and 12 ounces, the third two 
pounds 10 ounces. 

Without taking time to muse about the enor- 
mous improbability of what had taken place (the 
odds: about 650,000 to one), Dr. Duncan quickly 
‘bundled the tiny quadruplets in blankets and 
directed Ponder to rush them to the hospital at 
Nashville, Arkansas, 15 miles away. There, they 
were placed in incubators where they were sup- 
plied with oxygen for a month. Identified at first 
simply as “A, B, C and D,” the quads were 
named, after the initial excitement had subsided, 
Donna Fay, Dickie Gay, Danny Kay and Dewey 
Ray. By June, they had gained enough weight 
and were strong enough to be taken home.

AT THE FRONT, Korea. 
THREE months, seven days a week, I 
have sat beside Major John Eisenhower, 

the President’s son. 3 
We share a large table in the head- 
quarters of the Third Division here. It’s located 
deep in a log and sandbag bunker on the side 

of a barren Korean hillside. 

Major Eisenhower—most of the men call him 
“Major Ike” or “Major E,” though not to his 
face—was my boss first in the operations sec- 
tion. 
> He had charge of plans. If the Division was 
to make an attack, Major Eisenhower would 
be the one to outline how to do it. I’m his op- 


erations sergeant, so I have charge of the 14 . 


enlisted men working here. 

>» When you sit next to any man for that long, 
you get to know him, whether he’s a superior 
officer or not. And when you work together on 
things that can mean life and death, you get 
to know him even better. 

It’s been that way with Major Eisenhower 
— though I never dreamed when I came to 
Korea that I'd end up working shoulder to 
shoulder with the President’s son. 

What kind of man is he? 

Well, when he first came into headquarters 
last fall,I was a bit undecided about him. 


He Seemed Shy | 


E DIDN’T TALK much or joke. He seemed 

shy with the men. I thought at first he 
might be a hard man to get along with. 

But after he was with us and I got to talk 
with him, I changed my mind. 

One incident was a big factor in that change. 

Soon after he took over his desk, Major 
Eisenhower turned to me and asked me — a 
sergeant — to fill him in on some of the jobs 
he was supposed to do. 

Not every officer will do that. But the Major 
felt that because I had been in the section 
longer than he, I would know more about what 
was going on. I appreciated the chance. 
>» Since then, I’ve seen a lot of him — right up 
to the time he was called home suddenly, at 
President Truman’s order, to watch his 
father’s inauguration. 
>» And one thing I’m sure of, Major Eisenhower 
ranks right at the top of the list of the offi- 
cers that I’ve worked with during 10 years in 
the Army. And that goes for him as a man as 
well as an officer.

What's he like with us enlisted men? 

I’ve never had any trouble with the Major, 
because I always do what he tells me. It’s true, 
he’s had to discipline some men, but all in all, 
he’s a number one man to work for.

Then 
you keep your trap shut. 

I think that’s because Major Eisenhower is 
basically a serious officer. I know one thing — 
he wanted to be where the fighting was. 

When he was first assigned to Korea he was 
put right in the front line with the First Bat- 
talion, 15th Regiment.

zg all heard rumors that he came back 
to headquarters to work as a “sacrifice 
play.” He was afraid that the Commu- 
nists might pick the First Battalion of the 
15th to attack just because he was there. 
Major Eisenhower didn’t want that to happen. 

What about politics? 

Well, we never talk politics in the bunker. 
> I voted for his father on an absentee ballot 
from Minnesota. (I come from Waseca, 50 
miles south of St. Paul.) But Major Eisenhower 
doesn’t, know how I voted—and I want to 
make it clear that I didn’t vote for Eisenhower 
just because I was working for his son. 

Actually, the only time he mentioned the 
campaign to me was while he was reading a 
story about himself in an Army newspaper. 


He was disturbed. “I never said some of that 
stuff,” he said. 

Major Henry Barber and Major Charlies Bell 
(who also work with Major Eisenhower) joked 
with him a little right after the General was 
elected. But that was the only time I heard it 
mentioned right up to the day the Major left 
for Washington last January. 


His Great Desire 


CTUALLY, the Major is rather shy. He knew 
we had all read stories about him, but he 
made it clear he didn’t like the publicity. 

And of course, election day, he stayed away 
from the bunker. He wanted to keep away 
from the correspondents. 

He’s a regular Army man and so am I. He’s 
31, and I’m 30. We're both married. He has 
three children, a boy and two girls, at home 
in Highland Falls, N. Y. I have two, a boy and 
a girl. 

Even so, we've never talked over family mat- 
ters or about anything much Stateside. 
> Yet I do know that if any of the men came 
to him with personal problems, he’d do all he 
could to help. He’s that kind of man. 

I think the mast important thing people 
should know about the Major is this: he has a 
great desire to stand on his own two feet. 

He’s done it ever since he left West Point. 
He wants no favors now because he’s the Presi- 
dent’s son. He wants to build his career strictly 
on his own merits. .

Cops Need Information 


T'S ALL part of a police popularity pro- 

gram being pushed by Prof. Richard 

L. Holcomb, chief of the Bureau of 

Police Science at the State University of 
Iowa’s Institute of Public Affairs. 

To the school where Holcomb preaches 
his novel doctrine, law enforcement of- 
ficers have been coming for 16 years to 
learn new tricks of their trade. 

“My theory has always been that if the 
police knew only half of what the public 
knows, most of our crimes would be 
solved,” says Holcomb. “If the public likes 
the police, they'll talk to them.” 


What makes cops unpopular? Holcomb 
lists five top causes: 

1, RUDENESS. Too many cops—unsure 
of themselves—bark at the public to cover 
up their own lack of confidence. 

2, BRUTALITY. It’s hard work to ques- 
tion a suspect patiently. Sometimes, cops 
are tempted to slap him around until he 
admits a crime he never committed. 

3. ANGER. Holcomb remembers the 
case where a desk sergeant, jibed at by 
a shoplifter, beat him unmercifully. Then 
two weeks later the man was released 
without charges. “They didn’t want the 
judge asking questions,” Holcomb says. 

4, HASTY DECISIONS. One Midwest- 
ern officer brought an untidy, seemingly 
drunk man to the station. Luckily, an- 
other policeman recognized him as a 
prominent citizen who suffered from a 
heart condition. “It was sheer luck,” 
Holcomb says, “that tragedy was averted.” 

5. GREEDINESS. Too many officers who 
would scorn a bribe, are willing to take 
a free cup of coffee. 


- New Experiments 


ET POLICEMEN are often victims of 
the public they serve, Holcomb says. 
He tells of the time when he care- 
fully wiped his feet before entering a 
woman’s home—only to be growled at be- 
cause he hadn’t taken off his hat! 
Fortunately, experiments are going on 
all over the U.S. to foster understanding 
between citizen and policeman. 
> In Berkeley, Calif., Detroit, St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Evanston, Ill., more at- 
tention is being paid to the kind of person 
who should be on the force. Holcomb 
says: “No would-be cop should have a 
: if he has a weak personality.” 
In nearby Dubuque, Ia., citizens are 
“sold” on safe driving by polite cops. 
> And in Wichita, police keep a constant 
watch on your house if you're away. They 
slip notes under the door telling you who 
checked the place and when. 
When you’ve experienced a few such 
courtesies, you soon start liking cops!
